Two suits against lite Public S e r ­ 
vice Commission 
asking 
that the 
recent order authorizing the increase 
in g a s rates or the 
Central 
Fuel 
company and the Peoples Natural 
fins Company be set aside and for 
an injunction were tiled this a fte r­ 


noon by the City of Rushville through 
Kiplinger and Smith. 


Practically the same things are 
alleged in each complaint and the 
eras companies are named separately 
in each suit. 
In each case the old 
ordinances under which the g a s com­ 
panies were permitted to lay mains 
md do business in Rushville were 
made parts of the complaints. 
The 
injunction -.nits allege that the order 
af the commission is excessive and 
unlawful. 
They are 
part, practically flu 
petition tiled by the 
Public Service Commission asking 
for a hearing on the petition for an 
norcas<* in rates. 


Tn the complaints it is pointed out 
[hat both companies were doing bus­ 
iness bere under an ordinance and 
franchises granted by the city coun­ 
cil. 
In the franchise it was stated 
that the companies were to charge 
for g a s at the rate of fifteen cents a 
thousand cubic feet. The new sched­ 
ule, it is pointed out in the complaint, 
r»nlls for a charge o f forty cents for 
Hie first 10.000 cubic feet and over 
that amount it is to be thirty cents 
a thousand. 


The complaint 
states 
that the 
commission had a hearing on the pe­ 
tition for an increase in rates and on 
March 20th granted the petition filed 
by the g a s companies, authorizing 
the rate to become effective on and 
lifter April I. 1015. 
In making the 
finding, the complaint states that the 
commission found that the rate of 
fifteen 
cents was 
insufficient and 
that the gas companies should be al­ 
lowed to charge the forty cent rate. 


The City of Rushville alleges in 
the two complaints that the rate and 
schedule put in force by the Public 
Service Commission 
are unreason­ 
able and unlawful. 
It is further a l­ 
leged that the Public Service Com­ 
mission is without power and auth­ 
ority to change, modify or in any 
way effect the rates a s fixed and de­ 
termined by 
the 
ordinances and 
franchises granted to the g a s com­ 
panies bv the 
city. 
The court is 
asked to vacate and set aside the or­ 
der and enjoin the companies from 
enforcing the new' rate. 


These two suits were not unex­ 
pected as the city threatened to file 
them some time ago. 
It is more than 
likely that these two suits will go 
to the higher court in an effort to de­ 
termine the constitutionality of the 
law creating tile Public Service Com­ 
mission.

New York, May 18.— The strong 
influence that the late Jam es E. Sul­ 
livan exercised in the affairs of the 
A ma tiler Athletic Union, over which 
he presided for so many years, is be­ 
ginning to be missed. 
The muddle over the movement to 
have the eastern states represented 
at the Panama Pacific athletic car­ 
nival in August shows that the same 
spirit which made A. A. U. the lead­ 
ing amatuer sport organization in the 
world is now lacking. 
I here is even 
no positive information available that 
the dates and place for the tryouts 
have be**n settled. 
‘‘Jim’’ Sullivan was the greatest 
publicity expert in the sporting world 
and he appreciated that to keep the 
enthusiasm of the amateur athlete- 
awake their activities must be gener­ 
ously advertised. 
What s the use oi 
working for weeks or. a track or field 
if you don't get your name in tin 
papers ? 
That's the feeling of youths win 
compete in Amateur sport circles and 
it's simply a natural human desire 
for recognition of good work. 
To 
keep the interests of the athletes alive 
plenty of press publicity is neeessery 
and Sullivan realized it. 
lie always 
worked from the standpoint o f the 
members o f the A. A. U. and t Iii- 
attitude accounts for the wonderful 
results he obtained. 
The eastern tryouts should begin 
lit least a month before the time set 
for the departure of the athletes who 
are to represent the Atlantic coast 
in tile Pacific coast games. 
I hat 
means work should lie under way by I 
the middle o f next month, hut so tar 
nothing definite has been done. There 
has not even been a good fight be­ 
tween the eastern cities over where 
the tryouts shall lie held. 
The only thing looking towards an 
argument about this i- the objections 
of New York and Philadelphia rais­ 
ed to having tile tryouts staged in 
Boston. 
But neither Manhattan nor 
the Quaker City are making any big 
effort to have their city designated. 
lf Boston makes a fight for it she 
ought to sneeed. 
It will mean a big 
saving of money tor the city who is 
successful and the Hub probably i> 
not overlooking anything like that. 
Another big question hinging on the 
tryouts is the financial one, for the 
gate receipts of the early meet must 
he depended on to help pay for the 
expenses to the west coast. 
And to 
arouse 
public interest 
in such an 
event the widest 
publicity possible 
must be given to it. 
A big newspaper 
fight over where the tTryout- should 
be held would stimulate the public in­ 
terest and give the A. A. U. the ad­ 
vertising it needs to make the tiling 
successful. 
But unless someone puts 
a bomb under the A. A. I T . it looks 
like as if the proposed contest be­ 
tween the East aud the West at the 
Exposition would 
be 
a one sided 
riff air. 
Amateur athletes all over the coun­ 
try arc deeply interested in tin* big 
game to be held at Eri-eo in August 
and they would welcome news o f any 
character 
about 
the 
preliminary 
games. 
Even those boys who have 
not a ghost of a chance of going to 
gigantic meet at the f air are anx­ 
ious to read about it us are contend­ 
ers themselves. 
This meet will be the biggest sport 
event in the whole world this veal 
and has more news possibilites than 
anything else oil the calander.

Under the Treaty of Paris of 18.>6, 
which was signed by England, Prus­ 
sia, France, Italy, Turkey, Russia, 
Japan and the German Confederacy, 
is an infringement of any sovereign s 


rig h ts to capture 
a merchant ship 
without first investigating its cargo. 
The Paris document states specific­ 
ally that neutral good>, except con- 
trabrand of war, is immune from cap­ 
ture bv a belligerent, whether the ship 
it is on be the ship of an enemy or 
a neutral country. 
In the case of the Lusitania, I hold 
that Germany has committed a ser­ 
ious violation of international law, 
because of the fact that it destroyed 
Ymeriean cargo without first inves­ 
tigating as to whether 
or not this 
cargo was contra brand of war. The 
Paris Treaty did not include any re­ 
ference to sinking a merchantman 
and it seems, to mc, dearly evident 
that because of 
this fact Germany 
overstepped her limits by destroying 
the neutral cargo without lirst at­ 
tern pf ing in vest igat ion. 
The mere fuet that official notices 
were published in American news­ 
papers previous to the departure of 
the 
Lusitania, 
fore-warning 
all 
Americans not to tithe passage on 
this v e sse l, is nothing short of ail in­ 
fringement of the I nited States sov­ 
ereignty. 
Had American citizens re­ 
mained off the Lusitania 
it would 
have been a recognition 
of 
Ger­ 
many’s 
power to dictate 
to the 
United States. 
Taking into consideration the mat­ 
er of international law, other than 
he provisions set fprtli in the T reaty 
of Paris, a belligerent can only de­ 
tail a private vessel, take it into port, 
'xantine the cargo, and upon an or­ 
der front court of the country con­ 
fiscate the vessel and cargo. 
The submarine cannot very well 
>e used to meet the requirements of 
international law. 
During the time of war the rights 
>f a neutral country cannot be dim­ 
inished. 
No belligerent can modify 
neutral rights, and Germany’s notices 
o American citizens advising them to 
remain off the Lusitania was clearly 
in attempt to do this, since a hostile 
Hag does not make innocent goods 
hostile other than a eontrabraud of 
war. 
To me Germany has committed 
a serious crime and I believe that 
-be will pay the penalty, in form of 
an indemnity ultimately, as 
site is 
now suffering the condemnation of 
public opinion.

Files Suit in Circuit Court Here to 


Stop Order Raising Rates of 


Local Gas Companies. 


OLD ORDINANCE REFERRED TO 


Likely Cases Will go to Higher Court 


to Test Public Service Com- 


mission Act. 


Two suits against Ilie Public Ser- 


vice Commission 
asking 
that the 


recent order authorizing the increase 
in gas rates or the 
Central 
Fuel 


company and the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company be set aside and for 
an injunction were filed this after- 
noon by the City of Rushville through 
Kiplinger and Smith. 


Practically the same things are 


alleged in each complaint and the 
pas companies are named separately 
in each suit. In each case the old 
ordinances under which the gas com- 
panies were permitted to lay mains 
and do business in fiushville were 
made parts of the complaints. The 
injunction suits allege that the order 
of the commission is excessive and 
unlawful. 
They are. for the most 


part, practically the same as the 
petition filed by the city with the 
Public Service Commission ' asking 
for a hearing on the petition for an 
increase in ratefi. 


In the complaints it is pointed out 


that both companies were doing bus- 
iness here under an ordinance and 
franchises granted by the city coun- 
cil. In the franchise it was stated 
that the companies were to charge 
for gas at the rate of fifteen cents a 
thousand cubic feet. The new sched- 


ule, 
it is pointed out in the complaint, 


calls for a charge of forty cents for 
the first 10.000 cubic feet and over 
that amount it is to be thirty cents 
a thousand. 


The complaint 
states 
that the 


commission had a hearing on the pe- 
tition for an increase in rates and on 
March 20th granted the petition filed 
by the gas companies, authorizing 
the rate to become effective on and 
after April 1. 1015. In making the 
finding, the complaint states that the 
commission found that the rate of 
fifteen 
cents was 
insufficient and 


that the gas companies should be al- 
lowed to charge the forty cent rate. 


The City of Rushville alleges in 


the two complaints that the rate and 
schedule put in force by the Public 
Service Commission 
are unreason- 


able and unlawful. It is further al- 
leged that the Public Sen-ice Com- 
mission is without power and auth- 
ority to change, modify or in any 
way effect the rates as fixed and de- 
termined by 
the 
ordinances and 


franchises granted to the gas com- 
panies by the 
city. -The court is 


asked to vacate and set aside the or- 
der and enjoin the companies from 
enforcing the new" rate. 


These two suits were not unex- 


pected as the city threatened to file 
them some time ago. It is more than 
likely that these two suits will go 
to the higher court in an effort to de- 
termine the constitutionality of the 
law creating the Public Service Com- 
mission.

No amount of rage, no hasly act- 


ion, 
can bring back 
the lives of 


those who went down with the Lus- 
ilania. 


But sober thought and a .careful 


examination of our 
own internal 


conditions may 
save the lives of 


many thousands of Americans now 
living. 


Let us think before we act. 


America is a nation of peace, and 


we ask only to lie allowed to pursue 
an honorable course 
uiidettered by 


others. 


We do not seek 
to dominate or 


even to interfere in the affairs of the 
old world, nor do we want to 
be 


dominated or interferred 
with by 


them. 


And yet a duty confronts the gov- 


ernment of the United Slates a duty 
which is imperative and must be met 
with 
courage aud 
fortitude—the 


duty of safeguarding the lives and 
property of Americans, on the high 
seas. 


If 
that duty can 
be performed 


without involving the United States 
in a war with a foreign country, then 
it becomes the obvious duty of the 
president to seek 
a means to that 


end. 


For deadly 
war should 
be the 


court of last resort. 


And while the president is seek- 


ng to uphold the dignity of the 
United States and protect our citi- 
zens without involving us in a disas- 
:rous war, it becomes our 
solemn 


duty as citizens to rally to his side, 
,o present a united front, and to as- 
sure him of the loyal moral a'od mat- 
erial support of a nation of a hund- 
red million souls. 


Any act short of this would he un- 


patriotic, 
un-American, 
and 
un- 


worthy of any human being 
who 


claims the Stars and Stripes as his 
flag. 


But there is yet another 
way 


in which we as citizens may well

our country and materially 


strengthen the hands of our presi- 
dent.

Even if Rest of State is "Dry" 


Litigation Promised 


(By United Press.) 


Denver, Colo., May 18.—Single tax 


and prohibition were issues decided 
ri a municipal election today after 
i bitter campaign. The single tax 
amendment seemed certain to defeat. 


The liquor issue came up under an 


amendment providing that 
Denver 


shall stay "wet" after the remainder 
of the state goes "dry'' next Jan- 
uary. A provision of the state con- 
stitution giving Denver home rule 
was the hope of liquor interests but 
the anti-saloon league promised to 
carry the question into the courts 
again, the supreme court having de- 
clared that state liquor laws are 
enforceable in municipalities. Further 
limitation is just 
what the Denver 


"wets" desire, hoping that an injunct- 
ion will permit them to do business 
even after the state goes dry in Jan- 
uary. 


Denver is normally in favor 
of 


saloons, a 10.000 "wet" majority be- 
ing returned in this city when Colo- 
rado was voted dry last Fall. 


Eight other amendments and three 


city officies were purely local issues.
